Addressing a largely-attended Cumann na 
nGaedheal meeting at Clonbullogue (Offaly), 
Mr. Eugene O’Brien, T.D., referring to the 
economic war, said that, apparently, the dis- 
pute was welcomed by the Government as a 
smoke-screen for its failure to improve trade 
conditions in the country.

SCOTLAND.

THE ISSUE OF PERMITS. 


The Department of Agriculture, Dublin, 
announce that, according to present arrange- 
ments, Departmental inspectors will attend 
the sales of sheep to be held by Messrs. 
Lawrie and Symington at Lanark on the 5th 
and 6th September; by Messrs. Macdonald, 
Fraser and Company at Perth on the 7th and 
Sih September, and by Messrs. Hamilton s 
Auction Marts, Limited, at Dingwall on the 
9th September. The inspectors will have 
authority to issue permits for importation 
into the Irish Free State—under supervision 
and subject to special conditions—ot animals 
purchased for the purpose at these sales. — 

The arrangements in this connection will 
enable the inspectors to deal also with 
approved applications in respect of breeding 
stock (cattle, sheep, or swine) obtained on 
private premises in Scotland which the im- 
porters are prepared to have forwarded along 
with, and subject to the same conditions as, 
the sale stock. : 

Importers from private premises should 
communicate with the epartment im- 
nrediately, giving particulars as to the 
number and kind of animals which they 
desire to import, the name and address of 
oceupier of the premises where the animals 
are being obtained, and the place of destina- 
tion in the Free State. 

These arrangements are contingent on 
there being no unfavourable devclopment rs 
foot-and-mouth disease across 
hannel in the meantime. 


| STONE FALLS FROM 
ABBEY ROOF.

A stone ornament in the Henry Seventh 
Chapel in Westminster Abbey fell from the 
roof yesterday. 3: 

No one was in the chapel at the time, it is 
understood, and no damage was done to the 
interior. 

At the conclusion of the afternoon Service 
there was a: loud crash. Startled people ran 
to the chapel and found that a block of stone 
weighing over one cwt. had fallen from the 
groined roof to the floor. 

To-day was a free day at the Abbey, and 
usually there is a considerable number of 
people inspecting the chapel near the spot 
where the stone fell. 

Dr. Dearmer. the canon in residence, told 
a reportey last night that the stone was 
known as a cusp, and formed an unimportant 
part of the foliation scheme of the roof, which 


was adm tted to be the finest in Europe. 

“ Fortuaately,” said Dr. Dearmer, “ the 
chapel was empty at the time. There is no 
doubt that had the stone hit anyone he would 
have been instantly killed, for though it ap- 
pears quite small in the roof in reality it 
would take two men to move it. 

“ With the clerk of the works I have mace 
an examination ot the roof, and we fonnd that 
two other cusps were missing. No one knows 
when they went. It may have been two or 
three hundred years ago. 

‘*Workmen have been engaged on the ex- 
terior of the chapel, but, undoubtedly, what 
has caused the damage is vibration. ' 

“ The chapel will in all probability be open 


again to-morrow.

This somewhat cryptic remark is re- 
ported to have been made at the con- 
clusion of the surprise meeting to-day 
between the German Chancellor, bus von 
Papen, and the Nazi leader, and is taken 
in well-informed circles to mean that the 
door is now closed on any chances of 
Hitler’s participating in the Government 
of the Reich. 

The meeting has not changed the poli- 
tical situation, says a statement 
emanating from the Wilhelmstrasse, and 
it is evident Írom this that the.Nazis do 
not think of tolerating the von Papen 
Government. This conclusion was con- 
firmed in a speech which Hitler made at 
the swearing-in of Nazi deputies. 

The situation has thus becom» absolutely 
clear. The Chancellor now knows where 
he stands. 


REICHSTAG SIDE-TRACKED. 


In view of the severe strictures passed 
on the Nazi leader by the Chancellor in 
his broadcast address, considerable sur- 
pees was called when it was learned that 

e was meeting Hitler, but Herr von 
Papen is said to have been anxious to 
leave no stone. unturned to get Nazi sup- 
port for his reconstructive programme. 
which now awaits the sanction of the 
President. 

The majority of the Press and political 
parties take for granted that the Reichstag 
will be dissolved as a result of to-morrow’s 
conference at President von Hindenburg’s 
home in East Prussia.

rare instinct for stage management. He 
has put Parliament into the background 
by going to Neudeck, and the attention of 
the world, and of Germany in particular, 
has thus been turned in that direction.

DECISIONS IN 
GERMANY. 


The Times says in an editorial] article 
to-day:—The recently elected German 
Reichstag meets to-day, but neither the 
Chaneellor nor his principal lieutenants 
will be present at the opening. They will 
be at Neudeck, in East Prussia, in con- 
ference with President Hindenburg, and it 
is generally believed that they will come 
back ave1ed with authority to dissolve the 
Reich Ag as unworkable. The Centre, 
whica, of the major political parties, 1s 
mos’? genuinely concerned to maintain, at 
any rate, the forms of parliamentary 
government, has been making heroic 
efforts during the past few days to come 
to terms with the Hitlerites, in order to 
be abie to form an alternative Goyernment 
which would command the support of a 
majority in the Reichstag. There is little 
prospect. however, that these efforts will 
meet with any success. In their political 
ideas, as in their methods, the two parties 
are so irreconcilably opposed that 1.0 com- 
promise seems possible; and, even if a 
Nazi-Certre coalition were formed, it Is 
quite likely that the President would 
refuse to place the Administration in its 
hands. He feels that he is personaliy 
responsible for Germany’s well-h2ing, not 
to the Reichstag, but to the people who 
elected him and who trust him. 

The indications are that he will main- 
tain the present Government in office, an’ 
support them even to the extent, if. néces- 
suiy, of sending the newly - elected 
Reichstag about its business. Herr von 
Papen’s actions and speeches show that 
he has no intention or expectation of 
ceasing to be Chancellor for some time 
to come, and it is significant cf 
the strength of his position that 
Herr Hitler, who since the Beuthen trial 
has been denouncing him and the Govern- 
ment with almost hysterical fury, yester- 
day visited Berlin, and had a long con- 
sultation with him and with the Minister 
of Defence. The Nazi leader is evidently 
attempting to re-build the bridges between 
himself and the present Ministers, which 
he destroyed when he demanded supreme 
command of the Government as the price 
of his party s support. His blustering 
agitation for the reprieve of the murderers 
who were sentenced to death at Beuthen 
has since put fresh difficulties in the way 
of any reconciliation. 

The salvation of Germany from the 
present difficulties depends above anything 
else upon the resolute maintenance of 
order; and equally, proceeds The Times, 
if the smouldering fires of civil war are 
not quenched, no scheme of economic re- 
habilitation, however skilled or however 
far-sighted, will be of any avail. But if 
the first task of a Government is to govern, 
the second is to promote the prosperity of 
the people, and the greater part of the 
Chancellor's speech was devoted to the 
measures which the present Government 
propose to take to that end. The main 
feature of his reconstruction scheme 
appears to be the creation of fresh credit, 
and the encouragement of private industry 
to use the credit that is made available, 
in order to stimulate business and reduce 
unemployment. -

LAST YEAR’S CRISIS. 


Arrangements have been made for the 
final repayment on September 10 next of 
the last outstanding portion of the credits 
obtained abroad by the British Treasury in 
the financial crisis last year. The credits 
amounted to 200,000,000 dollars from 
America (on August 28) and 5,000,000,000 
francs from France (on September 10), 
one-half of the French credit bein 
advanced by banks, and the other hal 
being obtained by the issue of bonds to the 
French public. 

The whole of the American credit and 
one-half of the franc credit were repaid in 
March and April last. Approximately, 
one-half of this represented a final repay- 
ment. The rest was subject to the right 
of the British Treasury to re-draw, if they 
wished, at any time up to the first anniver- 
sary of the grant of the é credits in 
August and September, That right 
has never been exercised and will now 
finally lapse. |

CATTLE SMUGGLING 
CHARGE. 


DEALER PREFERS PRISON 
TO PAYING FINE. 


A case of cattle smuggling, described as 
the first of its kind in Treland, was dealt 
with at Strabane yesterday, when Josep 
Pat‘erson, a prominent Co. Donegal cattle 
dea er, of Letterkenny, pleaded guilty to 
smi ggling eleven heifers, valued £127, 
across the border. 

Mr. J.. Cooper, Crown Solicitor for 
County Fermanagh, prosecuted, and Mr. 
E. Clark defended. 

Mr. Cooper said ‘that defendant gave a 
man £2 to drive the cattle across the 
border to evade the payment of Customs 
duty. Afterwards, when the police had 
seized the cattle, defendant claimed them 
as being his property. He signed a state- 
ment admitting the offence. In addition 
to signing the statement, defendant signed 
another statement in which he said the 
value of the cattle was £127. The magis- 
trates had power to im a penalty of 
£457 4s., which was treble the value and 
duty on the cattle, or £152 8s., single duty 
and value. 

Mr. Clark said that defendant had 
already forfeited the cattle, and, as this 
was the first case that had been brought, 
he would ask the magistrates to impose a 
smaller penalty. i 

A nl or £152 $s. was imposed, or, in 
default, fourteen days’ imprisonment. 

The Clerk of the Court said that de- 
fendant was ed in the Free State, 
and could not get time to pay. He had 
told him that he would not'pay the money. 

Defendant was then taken into custody.

MINERS’ FEDERATION

Protests against attempts to introduce 
schemes for miners to make weekly contribu- 
tions from their wages towards the working 
expenses of the colliery were made yesterday 
‘by the North Wales Miners’ Federation at 
their council meeting at Wrexham. 

The following resolution was passed :— 

“That this council meeting offers its 
strongest and most emphatic protest against 
a section of the coal owners in asking their 
workmen for contributions out of their 
meagre earnings in order to bolster up what, 
in some cases, is an economic decay, due in 
a large measure to the ghastly inefficiency 
a One of the coal owners them- 
seives, 
: Although the resolution does not mention 
the name of any particular colliery, it may 
be recalled that on August 12 a deputation 
of miners from the Hafod Colliery, near 
Wrexham, met the directors of the company 
and discussed the proposed closing down of 
the mine. 

The deputation stated. that they all 
appreciated that the company could not carry 
on losing money as at present. For fifteen 
awonths they had contributed a large sum 
towards the lossgs, every man receiving over £2 
a week paying something, and they made a 
definite offer that everyone in the pit, which 
employs 2,000 men, would contribute a 
pertion of his wages to assist the directors 
during the next ten months to the end of 
the present wages agreement. 

At this meeting it was decided to maintain 
the present position until July of next year.

INDIA AND NON-BRITISH 
COTTON GOODS. 


From REUTER 8 CoanrsPoNDENT, 
SIMLA, Monday. 


An immediate increase in the import duty 
on all non-British cotton piece goods ymported 
into India from 31, per cent. to 50 per cent. 
ad ‘valorem, with a minimum duty in the 
case of plain greys of 5} annas, as compared 
with the present 43 annas, has been decided 
“ b;: the Government oí India as a result 
of an inquiry held by the Indian Tariff Board 
at the end of last month, 

Following applications by the millowners of 
Bombay and Ahmedabad, who alleged exten- 
sive dumping by Japan, the Board was asked 
on July both to report whether cotton piece- 
goods n~t of British manufacture were bais 
imported at such a price as to render the 


‘existing protection ineffective, and, if so, to 


consider whether the duty should be increased 
in respect of all non-British piecegoods, of 
greys only or of others only; and whether in 
respect of non-British piecegoods generally or 
against a specified country or countries, The 
Board was further asked to state for what 
perise the increased duties, if imposed, should 
ve in force. 


FULL SUMMARY. 


The Board presented its conclusions to the 
Government of India at the beginning of this 
month, and though its report has not yet 


i been published the Government, in their re- 


solution on the recommendations, give a fuil 
summary of its essentials, from which it 
appears that the inquiry left the Board in no 
doubt as to the main question, which it 
answers in the affirmative, and it recommends 
alternative lines of action directed to the 
increase of the duty on cotton piecegoods to 
a rate in the neighbourhood of fifty per cent. 

It is pointed out that the Government of 
India’s action is to some extent circumscribed 
by the fact that the terms of. the Indo- 
Japanese Convention of 1904 do not admit of 
the imposition in any circumstances of higher 
duties on Japanese goods alone. They have 
rejected any measure involving discrimination 
against Japan, and apply the increase of duty 
generally to piecegoods of non-British 
origin without distinguishing between the 
various non-British countries of origin. 

The new duties will r-main in force until 
March 31st, 1933. 1t is added that the Board 
is carefal to note that its finding must not be 
regarded as involving any nis ae regard- 
ing the general question of continued protec- 
tion for the Indian cotton industry, which is 
now under inquiry. 


CHINESE ATTACK 
MUKDEN. 


FIERCE FIGHTING ROUND 
FORMER CAPITAL, 


Reports from Japan minimise the serious- 

ness of the fighting that has occurred in and 
around Mukden, the former capital of 
Manchuria, following attacks by strong bands 
of Chinese raiders. 
_ According to Reuter’s special correspondent 
in Mukden, however, the raiders attacked 
during the night the Japanese air base, the 
wireless station and the arsenal, among other 
points, and fires broke out at the arsenal 
and air base. When dawn broke severe 
fighting was still proceeding. Tanks and all 
available Japanese troops, gendarmes and 
police were called out. 

The Japanese claim that although a hangar 
was burned down, resulting in the destruction 
of some captured ‘planes, the arsenal and 
wireless station were undamaged. 

“There will be no peace or prosperity in 
Manchuria until all the Japanese troops are 
withdrawn,’ deelared the Foreign Minister, 
Mr. Lo. Wen Kan, in a statement issued in 
Nanking yesterday as a reply to the speech 
of Viscount Uchida, the Japanese Foreign 
Minister, in the Diet in Tokyo. 

Regarding the Japanese decision to recog- 
nise the new State of Manchukuo and to 
maintain an army in Manchuria, the Chinese 
Foreign Minister makes the following points: 

(1) It rests entirely with Japan herself to 
improve and restore Sino-Japanese relations. 

(2) China will never surrender an inch of 
territory nor any of her sovereign rights 
under stress of military force, which she is 
determined to resist to the best of her ability. 

(3) China will never agiee to any solution 
of the present situation which takes into 
account “ the puppet organisation in Man- 
churia established, maintained, and controlled 
by Japanese military forces.” 

Mr. Lo Wen Kan declares that Japan has 
defied the League of Nations, and charac- 
terises as preposterous the assertion that the 
new régime in Manchuria has been created 
rf, the will of the Manchutians themselves.

The United Cigar Stores Company 
to-day filed a petition in bankruptcy.

United Cigar Stores is one of the largest 
chain stores in the United States, with 
over 800 branches covering all the larger 
cities. Its large red signs are a familiar 
sight everywhere: in America, and in 
addition to tobacco its stock-in-trade in-

In the last two or three years the com- 
pany. has been engaged in price-cutting 
wars, with the result that the prices of 
popular brands of cigarettes were first of 
all forced down from the original price of 
twenty cents a packet to fifteen cents, and 
finally to twelve and a half cents. 

In a statement issued this evening the 
directors of the company say that the losses 
sustained in real estate transactions during 
the past month ‘‘ went beyond the ability 
of the company to stand.’’ 

The directors say: ‘‘ For many years 
past the company has carried on extensive 
real estate operations, apart from its chain 
store business. These operations consisted 
largely of sub-letting under leaseholds 
held by the company, which in the past 
have been profitable. Last year, however, 
they involved the company in heavy losses, 
which have been rapidly increasing in the 
past few months through default on the 
part of the company’s sub-tenants, with no 
compensating adjustment of the rentals for 
which the company itself is liable. 

“The company’s chain store business 
alone—notwithstanding the depression— 
would be fairly successful.”’ 

It is stated that the re-organisation of 
the company is contemplated.

The new line has been built in accordance 
with the provisions of the Lateran Treaty 
between :Italy and the Vatican, signed m 
1929... To allow it ‘to enter the Vatican a 
passage has had to be cut through the ancient 
walls, and a station has been built inside. 
The line connects the Vatican with the little 
station of St. Peters, about 500 yards away. 
On leaving the Vatican Station trains have 
to go through a short tunnel, and. then along 
a viaduct above the level of the houses. The 
he oi insisted that he must be able to enter 
and leave the Vatican without being watched 
on Italian territory. To make the line even 
more private several tenement houses in the 
neighbourhood have been pulled down. 

Although the Pope is not likely to make 
much use of his railway it will allow him to 
receive distinguished visitors without their 
having to pass through Rome. 


THE TEMPLE OF EROS. 


DISCOVERY BY GREEK 
STUDENT. 


From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 


ATHENS, Monday. 
The site of the Temple of Eros, long sought 
by archeologists, has at lest been discovered, 
it is claimed, by a young Greek student, work- 
ing under Professor Arvanitopoulos, and 
efforts are now being made to obtain financial 
assistance from the Greek Government in 

order that the researches may be continued. 
This temple was renowned in ancient times, 
and many Greek authors mention the 
treasures it contained, which included a 
statue of Aphrodite, by the great sculptor, 
Praxiteles, for which the famous Hetaira 
Phryne is believed to have posed as a model. 
Though this statue must not be confused with 
the same sculptor’s still greater work, the 
Venus of Cnydia, of which there is a replica 
in the Vatican, the discovery of even any part 
of it in the ruins of the temple would arouse 

the greatest interest throughout the world.

Libraries were few, indeed. To-day you have 
an uncultured class, who do an- enormous 
amount of reading. They may not always 
read first-class stuff, but it is not altogether 
trash. 


LOVE STORIES POPULAR. 

“ My experience is that educated people 
do read the lighter books—that some may 
call trash—but they read other things. as 
well. I don’t think public libraries as a 
rule issue real trash, but we have to 
remember that any resident in the borough 
supports the library, and we must cater fot 
very wide tastes.” 

Mr. Bailey pointed out that schoolboys may 
read “penny dreadfuls”’ at first, but 
gradually their taste improves. In the same 
way adult readers go from one class of books 
to a better type. Love stories are always 
popular. 

“There is now a tremendous liking by a 
very strong readirg public for plays—a com- 
yaratively recent development, and, of course, 
Prime Ministers and even Archbishops have 
confessed that they found welcome relaxation 
in a “ thriller.”

"“ DR. JEKYLL AND MR. HYDE” 
AT THE CAPITOL. 


, From. Our CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


“ Dv. Jekyl! and Mr. Hyde ” is a film of 
the ‘‘ Frankenstem’’ class; its first and only 
concern is to make your fleso creep, and it 
certainly succeeds. Even the mest hardened 
patron of the cinema will find it difficult to 
restramm a theill of horror as the hantsqme 
features oi Dr. Jekyll change to the hestial 
face of Hyde, 

Now and again, it is true, the “ horror” 
moti? is exaggerated: so much that it becomes 
merely laughable (on these occasions Hyde 
reminds us irresistibly @f something that has 
escaped from the monkey-house), but in tie 


main, the picture is a triumph of its kind. 
A sereen version of Steverson’s tale Brings 

its own Cifficullies. As originally written, it 

was a ‘mystery story,” and it was not until 


the end that the author gave us the solution. 
To treat it in this manner on the screen 
would be foolish: the story 1s by now well 
known to everybody; there would he hardly 
a man in the audience who would not be 
aware from the start thet the doctor and 


| the fiend are one and the same. 


This being the case. one can excuse the 
producer for his very wide divergences from 
the original version. He has, in fact, only 
retained the ceniral idea; the rest of the 
story has little or no connection with 
Stevenson. Dr. Jekyll. instead of being a 
benevolent, white-haired old man. is changed 
into a young and ambitions scientist, and is 
given a lady-love. Hyde is given a mistress, 
and the whole theme is worked out more or 
less in relaticn to these two women. For the 
rest, the producer, very wisely. refused to 
make any secret of Jekvil's intentions; he is 
aHowed to conduct his transformation scenes 
in full view of the audience. 

We must not, therefore, blame the Para- 
mount company if ‘Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde” is not what we might expect it to 
be. The story had to be treated differently, 
and the treatment is surprisingly good on the 
whole. 

The photography. as in most Paramount 
ete ix excellent, and the changes from 
Jekyll to Hvde and back again are marvels 
of faking. The camera does not seem to 
leave Frederic March's face for a moment, 
and yet; as we watch him, his mouth widens, 
he acquires a new and repulsive set of 
teeth, his hands grow hairy, and even the 
shape of his head alters. As the picture 
progresses, Hyale becomes increasingly more 
hairy. and more disgusting, until finally he is 
as ugly an object cs one would care to meet. 

This is a nightmarish kind of picture, and 
anybody with weak nerves would be well 
advised to go and see something more sooth- 


ing.

CONTRACT FOR CAISSON 
PLACED. 


The Southern Railway Company announced 
yesterday in Southampton that they had 
placed another important contract in connec- 
tion with the world’s largest graving dock, 
which is being constructed at Miullbrook, 
Southampton.

‘Therefore, one 
might hear without listening, just as one 
might look at without seeing.

sounds, but could not, through lack of 
experience and training, percvive the cause of 
them. So with all the senses. Through the 
development of observation and concentration 
the perception was quickened, and skill and 
knowledge were the result. ‘This led to the 
point that to appreciate anything, be it 
music, @ picture, a motor car, or a suit of 
clothes, there must be knowledge born of 
experience. 

e professional did not merely hear music; 
he listened to it. He was able by his 
knowledge and long years of experience to 
listen intellectually, analytically, to perceive 
the processes of construction, and the theories 
and scitntific principles involved. In a word, 
the professional was able, th ough a process 
of diagnosis, to perceive the very nature and 
property of any music he heard. 


THE MAN IN THE STREET. 


The man in the street, through lack of that 
training, was ore able to hear music. He 
was unable to understand, through lack of 
knowledge, just how the composer went about 
writing the work and how the thoughts and 
ideas with which composer began had 
been developed in the course of the composi- 
tion. It meant then that the amateur was at 
a disadvantage, firstly, through his education 
having been neglected in that direction. He 
had not studied those subjects which were 
necessary for the proper understanding of any 
music—rudiments or the grammar of music, 
harmony, counterpoint, fugue, form, orches- 
tration acoustics, history, etc. 

There were even those who had not got 
beyond the illiterate stage in relation to the 
art of music—these were those to whom 
rhythm was the be all and end all of their 
musical existence. 

As they doubtless knew, the first musical 
instrument used by all savage tribes was the 
drum, just as it was by the child. They 
were on a par with those in the world of 
literature which could neither read nor write 
—they were illiterate. 

The lecturer referred to those who enjoy 
tunes; to whom melody was everything. 
These people, he added, were in a better state 
than those of the drum type; but still, they 
were only partly educated. It could only be 
said that any degree of appreciation was 
possible when they were able to understand 
the works of Palestrina and Bach. For those 
who realised how much they were missin 
through being unable to understand goo 
music, something more drastic than a few 
wireless talks was necessary. The ardent 
music-lover should read up the subject, or. 
better still, attend some course of lectures on 
music. Best of all, he should take up some 
musica] instrument ; for it was an obvious fact 
that while they would not expect to read a 
French novel without studying the language. 
no more could they expect to read about 
music without in some small degree studying 
its language. 

Dr. Griffth’s final words were: “You cannot 
expect to get out of music what you have 
not put into it. And that something is in 
music, as in all other professions, trades, 
business—work, study, life-long interest and 
devotion.”
